Up to 6 o'clock the registration was unusu- 
ally light, owing to the close watch kept by 
the Republican challengers. At that hour 
McAndrews, with two tough-looking heelers 
of the First Ward, entered the place of re gis- 
tration. 

What are you doing with that book!“ 
asked McAndrews of Ritchie in a tone of au- 
thority, pointing to the book of identification, 

“It’s none of your business,” replied 
Ritchie. 

„Well, I guess it is,” said McAndrews an- 
grily. Hand it over; I want to see it. You 
cun’t come any blackmailing scheme around 
here. I don’t propose to allow it.” 

Ritchie, who is a six-footer and muscular, 
answered that he was an official challenger 


and told McAndrews and his sluggers that it 


would not be healthy for them to attempt to 
take the book from him. 

McAndrews then turned his attention to 
Brown, who is of slender build and not 
strong of muscle. He demanded that Brown 
hand him the identification book which he 
had. Brown flatly refused. 

It you don’t give it up,” said McAndrews 
savagely, “ I'll arrest you.“ With this Me- 
Andrews threw back his eoat and showed a 
star. 

Ritchie then stepped up and speaking to the 
judges demanded that Brown be protected, 
The judges refused to interfere. McAndrews 
at this point seized Brown by the collar and 
told him he was under arrest. He showed 
McAndrews his credentials, but that worthy 
refused to recognize them. 

As Brown was about to replace them in his 
pocket the Police Court Clerk snatched them 
out of his hand and pocketed them. Brown 
attempted to break away from the alleged of- 
ficer, but at the first show of resistance the 
thugs with McAndrews, who up to this time 
had kept quiet, lenta hand. The identifica- 
tion book was forcibly taken away, and the 
Republican challenger was violently pushed 
out of the room on to the street. Since that 
time he has not been seen by any of his 
friends. 

Ritchie hastened to the Republican head- 
quarters, No. 148 Madison erw and re- 
ported the outrage to Dr. T. N , Jamison and 
John M. Smyth. A hasty eonsultetion was 
held, and supposing Brown would be taken to 
the Harrison Street Station they went there. 
The officers in charge denied that Brown was 
there. This did not satisfy either Dr. Jami- 
son or Mr. Smyth. They demanded permus- 
After a heated 
parley permission was granted. The missing 
challenger was not found. They next went 
to Central Station, where anwther search was 
made with a like result. After this they re- 
turned to Republican headquarters.

UGLY ROW OVER AN IDENTIFICATION. 


„Judge Deegan in the Twenty-fourth 

Ward and Hi« Queer Nerve. 
There was an ugly row in the afternoon at 
No. 200 Iilinois street, the registration place 
of the Sixteenth Precinct of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, and it was found necessary to call the 
East Chicago avenue police to suppress an 
imminent riot. At 3 o’cleck John McCarty 
of the City Halland Jack Hannan, a Demo- 
cratic worker, drove upto the voting place 
and held a consultation with J. F. Pilsbury, 
precinct captain. The three men formed a 
plan of action and then strode into the regis- 
tration room and demanded that F. H. Wood- 
cock, Republican challenger. be compelled to 
keep his book clused. McCarty pretended to 
be highly indignant and bawled excitedly that 
Woodcock was perpetrating an outrage on the 
public. 

“He is taking the description of voters, 
their height, color of hair and eyes, and 
all that kind of thing,” cried McCarty, 
who had no business in the room, not being 
an election officer. “I denounce that kind 
of thing as un-American and I demand that 
this man be compelled to keep that book 
c'osed.”” 

„am a regularly appointed election of- 
ficer,”’ answered Woodeock, and am work- 
ing under instructions of the Republican 
County Central committee. Iam not violat- 
ing the law. If I em doing anything wrong 
you can have me arrested. Otherwise I will 
keep the book opened until overpowered by 
force.“ 

It you don't keep it closed we will make 
you,” yelled Pilsbury, shaking his fist under 
Woodcotk’s nose. We want a fair election, 
but we won't put up with any spy business 
like that. 

“Yes. throw him out, bawled McCarty, 
who was waiting for Pilsbury to do the job. 


Wisdom of “Judge” Deegan. 

A number of voters of both parties were 
in the room and they began to take sides, and 
it looked like a free-for-all fight. Matt Dee- 
gan, the presiding Democratic judge, then 
raised his voice, tinged with the classical 
brogue of County Clare, and said he would 
settle the matter to the satisfaction of all 
parties. Deegan announced he would put 
the question to a vote. Adam Bruer, Repub- 
lican judge, voted to allow Woodcock to 
continue, John H. Kane, the second Demo- 
cratic judge, voted against it. 

“I hold the deciding vote, announced 
Deegan, with judicial gravity, “and I vote 
with Mr. Kane. That's two against one, and 
settles the dispute. Keep the book closed!“ 

Woodcock said No,“ and he was then 
surrounded by the Democratic plug-uglies, 
who threatened to “beat the life out of 
him.“ 

„It's an A. P. A. scheme!” yelled McCarty, 
„and we won't put up with it.” 

Somebody had sent in a call for the police 
by this time, however, and a couple of burly 
officers made their appearance. “ Judge 
Deegan ordered the room cleared and Me- 
Carty and his gang were thrown into the 
street. They stood on the outside, growling 
over their troubles until Ald. Tom Currier 
came up, and McCarty then unbosomed him- 
self of his tale of woe, Ald. Currier, how- 
ever, did not give the irate City Hall man 
much satisfaction, though he kept the factions 
apart for the rest of the day.

TRATION A NIOE THING INDEED. 


Men Stop Smoking and Remove Their 
Hats When Members of the Gentler 
Sex Come te Have Their Names Re- 
corded=Barns, Billiard Halls, Livery 
Stables, Cigar Stores, and Other Queer 
Places Invaded=Best Element Predom- 
inateseLittle Trouble Met. 


It was not such a dreadful performance 
afterall. It was so simple.“ 

That is what several thousand Chicago 
women beamingly exclaimed yesterday after 
they had registered and prepared to vote Nov. 
6. They included the most cultured and 
thoughtful women of Chicago, and on the 
. faces of some there was an almost rapturous 

expression as they realized that for the first 
time they were prepared to exercise a potent 
influence in the educational affairs of the 
State, 

It was really a joyous day for the women, 
and the registration was general over the 
county. A great many thousand remain un- 
registered who are eligible to do so, and the 
Woman’s Campaign committees will be ex- 
ceedingly active during the coming week to 
get the delinquents to register next Tuesday. 

Returns to 2 A. M. 
Returns up to 2. a. m. show the follow

some of the wards will * e seit Ac- 
cording to the returns only forty women 
registered in the Twenty-second Ward. This 
is Dr. Julia Holmes Smith’s own ward and 
the registration is equal toa bagatelle of her 
personal friends. 

The returns also indicate that the women 
in tne German wards did not register freely. 
There was a feelmg that they would be held 
back by their husbands, and this seems 
to have been largely the case, 
The Democratic women made a 
strong effort through Mrs. Lieb 
and the Republican women through Mrs. 
Biuthardt to arouse the German women. The 
strong German wards are the Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-sixth on the 
North Side, the Fiftth and Thirtieth on tho 
South Side, and the Fourteenth on the West 
Side. 

Nothing was expected from the First Ward. 
but with a registration of 117 it exceeded the 
registration of the Sixth, Eighth, Ninth, Six- 
teenth, and Twenty-eighth Wards combined. 
That only four women should register in the 
Sixteenth Ward is a striking evidence of 


showing in the other wards. The Republican 
women made a great organized effort 
and as a result they secured the registration 
of nearly one woman for every native male 
voter. The Republican husbands, of whom 
so much complaint was made., seem to have 
yielded the point yesterday. But the organ- 
ization was the most thorough, perhaps, of 
any ward in the city. The Thirteenth Ward, 
with a registration of 552, shows good work 
by the Mary A. Logan club. 

The prediction that the women of culture in 
the South Side wards would register seems to 
have been right. The Second, Third, and 
Fourth Warde make a good showing. In the 
Third Ward particularly, where Mrs. Perry 
A. Hull, at the head of the Woman’s Repub- 
lican Ward club, was so active, the registra- 
tion was unusually good, In the other two 
wards there was considerable “* vest pocket 
registration. 

But few complaints of women being unable 
to register were made, and the slight diffi- 
culty which was experienced was to have been 
expected under the circumstances. The. an- 
noyance, however, was trifling. Generally the 
election offizials were courteous, and the wom- 
en were pleased at the gentlemanly treatment 
accorded them. he experience was 
new not only to the women, 
but to the men also, and the results of 
the first general registration day for women 
in Chicago were gratifying to those who have 
favored women exercising the franchise which 
has been conferred upon them, 

They Visit Queer Places. 


In most cases the women went about register- 
ing with but little hesitancy. A great many 
went with their husbands, in other cases they 
went by twos and fours. They also obeyed in 
some of the wards the general injunction to 
go early, though, as a rule, they 
registered in the middle of the day. 
They went to some places, too, that 
were nice and some that were not so 
nice. The registration booths in a city as 
large as Chicago are likely to be promiscu- 
ously arranged. They certainly are this year, 
for the activity of woman was not counted 
upon. So yesterday they went to engine- 
houses, cigar stores, hotels, billiard parlors, 
shoe stores, clothing stores, livery offices, and 
barns. But the universal report was that the 
men were nice.“ They ceased smoking 
when the women entered the places. They 
also removed their hats, something they prob- 
ably had not done before on registration day 
within their memory. 

A feature of the day was the absence of the 
women in boots.“ The equal suffragists, 
who, it has been predicted so freely, would 
be the only class of women who would care 
to vote, were largely surpassed in numbers by 
women who had never asked for enfranchise- 
ment. The female suffragist, as she is gen- 
erally known, proved a small factor. She 
was there, of course, but, with few exceptions, 
her identity as an agitator was not apparent. 

The polling precincts are not large and the 
judges and clerks who registered. the names 
of prospective voters were generally ac- 
quainted with the prominent women of the 
precinct. It was this latter class which they 
found coming to the booths. 

In the Second, Third, Twenty-fourth, 
Thirty-second,and Thirty-fourth Wards, which 
embrace many of the wealthy and fashion- 
able districts of the North and South Sides, 
the registration lists showed the names of the 
most prominent women in Chicago. The 
same is true of the other wards of the city 
where the women are well-to-do or educated 
and thoughtful. In Evanston there was much 
interest and a comparatively large registra- 
tion. Andsofaras women voting in Cook 
County is concerned it represents the best 
class.

Another noteworthy thing is the enthusiasm 
of the colored sisters. In the west side of 
the Second Ward, where the colored vote is 
most numerous, the women registered freely. 
There are several ways of accounting for this, 
but the best one perhaps is that the colored 
male voter seldom fails to turn upon regis 
tration day. The records show that in com- 
parison the colored people vote more nearly 
to the limit of population than any other 
class. The enthusiasm of the male voter has 
been apparently communicated to his wife 
and relatives. 

The. social prominence of many of the 
women who registered may not be recog- 
nized, since they were oblig@i to discard the 
Christian names of their husbands. This was 


most invariably they had to be requested to 
give their own Christian names. 


WOMAN CANDIDATES REGISTER EARLY. 


Mre. Flower Gees to a Barn and Mrs, 
Smith to a Cigar Store. 

Mrs. Lucy L. Flower and Dr. Julia Holmes 
Smith, the two women candidates for uni- 
versity trustee on the Republican and 
Democratic tickets respectively, were 
early to register. Mrs. Flower registered in 
the Seventh Precinct of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, at Erie and Pine streets. The booth 
happened to be located in the barn of George 
S. Willits. The floor had been nicely swept, 
and the judges and clerks were up to the 
Twenty-fourth Ward standard. Mr. and Mrs. 
Flower registered at the same time, and with 
them were other members of the household 
and servants. 

„Registering was a very simple matter,” 
said Mrs. Flower. The booth was in Mr. 
Willits’ barn and was a nice place, too. 
Everything was very agreeable. The election 
officials were courteous and there was nothing 
different about registering than mailing a 
letter at the postoffice except that I had to 
answer some questions.“ 

Dr. Julia Holmes Smith, the Democratic 
candidate, lives in the Twenty-second Ward 


= and she registered in a little cigar store on 


Schiller street, near Clark. 

Why.“ she said, “ everything was nice and 
the men were perfect gentlemen. I could not 
have gone toa party and been treated with 
any more deference. It was a pleasant expe- 
rience. I scarcely thought about the cigar 
store. In fact there was nothing to think 
about it. It was like any other store. 

Mr. Smith accompanied Mrs, Smith and 
registered for the first time since 1860. 

They Come in Fioecks. 

In some of the wards the Women began reg- 
istering as soon as the booths were open. 
This was true of the First Precinct of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, where forty w reg - 
istered in succession. This is Mrs. ver 8 
own ward and her friends worked hard. 
Among them was Mrs. Hancock, who sur- 
prised the officials by the flocks of prospective 
voters she indueed to register. The women 
themselves were glad they had been persuaded. 
One of these was Mrs. Albert Coe, who said 
after she had registered: This is the proud- 
est moment of my life.“ 

Mrs, Alice Asbury Abbott, Chairman of the 
Republican Woman’s Campaign committee, 
tried to be the first woman to register in her 
precinct. She was in line at 8:30 a. m., but 
ten men and one woman were ahead of her.

The colored women seemed 
to take the matter of voting seriously and 
went about registering in a business-like way.

Nearly 600 women registered in the Fourth 
Ward, but their leaders say they will turn out 
in even greater force on the second registra- 
tion day. 

But They Do Not Intend to Vote, 


In the Sixth Ward only a small number of 
women turned out to register, except in that 
part of the ward which takes in Brighton 
Park. In the Thirteenth Precinct fourteen 
women, nearly all English ur Welsh. regis- 
tered. Fifteen young women entered the bootn 
in the Fifth Precinct at No. 2809 Archer ave- 
nue and got their names on the register. 
They said that they had no intention of voting, 
but might change their minds between this 
and election day. Maria Dempsey, colored, 
attempted to register in the Fifth Precinct 
and was denied the right to have her name 
placed on the book. A message from the 
Election Commissioners later in the day set 
matters right, and Mrs. Dempsey can register 
if she applies next Tuesday. 

The feminine vote was a big element of the 
registration in the Eleventh Ward. Few nat- 
uralizations were reported, and the increase 
in registration at many polling places was 
due wholly to the women. Many West Side 
social leaders live along Adams street and 
Jackson boulevard, and a large number of 
them turned out in little squads. There were 
249 women registered in the ward. Among 
them were:

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TRUST OUTS THE PRICE OF WHISKY. 


Must Dispose of Its Stock Even if It Sells 
at a Loss, 

8 III., Oct. 16.— [Special. — Tho ac- 
tion of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding com- 
pany today in cutting the price two cents a 
gallon all around has occasioned no great 
surprise here. When the trust abandoned the 
rebate system a few weeks ago by which it 
had held its trade for many years it was in- 
timated that hereatter the company would 
control the trade by reducing prices. To- 
day’s action carries out this theory, and it is 
believed the trust is about to inaugurate 
a record-breaker in rates. Since the 
rebate system was abolished the 
revenue collections here have been 
absolutely nothing. The orders expected by 
the trust did not come and today, in the hope 
of encouraging trade, the first reduction was 
made. This reduction was further hastened 
by the starting up of anti-trust houses ia 
different parts of the country, many of which 
have disposed of all the goods on hand, while 
the trust is still loaded. The Atlas. the large 
anti-trust distillery erected by the Woolners, 
started up this week, and so did the anti-trust 
house at Terre Haute. All the trust ware- 
houses are filled and at headquarters it is 
stated none of the distilleries will resume be- 
fore December or January. . The cut in prices 
is to assist in disposing of the goods on hand, 
and if not sufficient will be followed by still 
further reductions. The present cut, which 
is equal to nearly four cents per wine gallon, 
is under the cost of production under the in- 
creased tax, and apparently means a loss to 
the distillers’ trust or the anti-trust,

have resisted the establishment of a good 
standing army that in case of a hostile attack 
the government could securea million vol- 
unteersinaday. To this the military ex- 
perts are 4 — by the question, What are 
we to do with these raw volunteers, and how 
shail they bearmed? One of the most dis- 

A tacticians living said: 

Having in view the incompleteness of our 
scheme of coast defense, and the absolute insig- 
nificance of our navy when cempared with the 
magnificent navies of Europe, I have no hesita- 


tion in saying itis entirely possible for at least 


two of the nations of Europe to land 250,000 


troops on our Atlantic coast. To these we can 


oppose about 50,000 soldiers, 20,000 being of 
the regular army, and 30.000 miiitia, for I am 
convinced that this is about our effective mili- 
tary strength in an emergency. In the course of 
time we could add a great number of raw volun- 
teors. But the latter we cannot arm and equip. 
It requires, as you see, much time to do this, 
aud lam of the opinion the foreign invaders 
would be able to occupy St. Louis before we 
could make the arms; for, of course, we would be 
prevented by the neutrality acts from purchasing 
abroad. I believe Gen. Schofield rather under- 
stated the case in comparing Uni States 
with China, but the fact is we are not nearly so 
well prepared by land or sea to resist attack from 
eyen one European power as was China to resist 
Japan. The disproportion in effective force is 
even greater, and for the United States to rely on 
its latent power and on its vast population and 
wealth is as wrong as China’s reliance on the 


same facts.

{TIRED OF THE YOKE. 


MOVE TO SEOURE RELIEF FROM THE 
SOUTHERN PAOIFIO MONOPOLY. 


Joe Leeds Working for the Construction 
of a New Read Through the Sen Joa- 
quin Valley—Talk of Reduced Rates via 
Montreal to the Seaboard to Meet Soo 
Cempetition—Western Managers Try- 
ing te Restore Rates Three I's” New 
Extension Opens Nov. 15, 


Indications point to a speedy termination 
of the monopoly the Southern Pacific com- 
pany has had so long on San Francisco and 
California railroad traffic, Although the Cali- 
fornia people have been chafing under the 
yoke the Southern Pacific magnates, had 
placed on them. yet they have been unable to 
secure relief because the Southern Pacific 
magnates, with the aid of their ill-gained 
millions, were able to shape legislation to 
suit themselves and thus managed to choke 
off any intruder who had the temerity to pro- 
pose the construction of a competing road in 
California. Not till Joe Leeds, the former 
Traffic Manager of Gould’s Missouri 
Pacific, became the manager of the 
San Francisco Freight Bureau and 
induced the business-men of California to es- 
tablish a steamship line between San Fran- 
cisco and New York in opposition to the Pa- 
cific Mail, which is controlled by the South- 
ern Pacific, did the latter know what compe- 
tition meant. By the establishment of that 
competing steamship line the Southern Pa- 
cific has been compelled to lower its rates 
between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts ma- 
teriilly, but it has been able to keep up the 
rates between Chicago and other -interior 
points and San Francisco, because all the 
transcontinental roads are dependent — 
the Southern Pacific for an outlet to San 
Francisco. The Santa Fé, which has man- 

to get a foothold in Southern Califor- 
nia, has never been able to get farther north 
than Los A , and for au outlet to San 
Francisco and Middle and Northern Cali- 
fornia is still dependent upon the Southern 
Pacific. 

Plans have lately been perfected, through 
the instrumentality of Manager Joe 
and the men who — 1 him, for the con- 
struction of a new road through the San Joa- 
uin Valley, which, if successful, will destroy 

exclusive monopoly which the Southern 

tic has enjoyed so long. proposed 
San Joaquin Valley railroad threatens di- 
rectly the control of the most profitable piece 
of Southern Pacific property, and threatens 
indirectly and by its example the absolute rule 
that the company has exercised over,the com- 
merce of California. The Southern Pacific, of 
does not propose to be de- 
prived of its wer without a desperate 
conflict, and it begun its conflict from 
ambush. The corporation has opened ite si- 
lent warfare by using its power with banks, 
capitalists, and merchants to prevent sub- 
scriptions to the San Joaquin Valley road. 
The bar.ks of San Francisco are large hold. 
ers of bonds and stocks of the subordinate 
corporations of the Southern Pacific as col- 
lateral for loans. The Southern Pacific is a 
large borrower. Its managers have discount- 
ed the future of the roads to secure an imme- 
diate profit for themselves. It has thus been 
loaded with obligations that it has to struggle 
to meet. It isa borrower for current expen- 
ses and borrows money to pay its interest. 
To get the money it has pl securities 
till the banks hold them to thelimit of 
safety. It is therefore not ees Grew. 
that the banks and capitalists who hold these 
bonds and stock as security for advances 
should hesitate to encourage an enterprise, 
the first effect of which would be to lessen the 
value of the coilateral. The only way in 
which the stupendous debt of the Southern 
Pacific, amounting to $360,000,000, can be 
carried is to have a clear monopoly of the 
carrying trade, by which the road can charge 
any rates it pleases. If competing lines are 
built and freight rates are forced down to the 
basis of the cost of service the Southern Pacif- 
ic securities will be worth only’ from 25 to 50 
per cent of their face value. 

While these facts, no doubt, influence the 
bankers of fornia to keep their hands off 
the San Joaq Valley enterprise, yet they 
are beginning to see that the monopoly of the 
Southern Pacific will be broken sooner or 
later. Thestruggle of the Southern Pacific 
to carry its immense capitalization has put a 
crushing tax on the industries and lands of 
California. It has cut down the returns of 
industry, has driven merchants and producers 
out of business, and development has been 
checked. The people of California are deter- 
mined to have a change and they feel confi- 
dent that the. capital necessary to build the 
new line will be forthcoming. Eastern cap- 
italists, and especially those interested in the 
Santa Fé, stand ready to aid the new enter- 
prise and thus enable the people of California 
to regain commercial freedom and prosperity.

Reduced Rates Via Montreal te the Sea- 
board May Be Made. 

Eastern roads are not inclined to accede to 
the request of the Chicago-St. Paul lines to 
make rates on second-class and emigrant 
traffic from St. Paul via Chicago the same as 
made by the Soo line in connection with the 
Canadian Pacific. Thie class of travel is un- 
usually heavy from points in the Northwest, 
and the Soo line, by cutting the rates, man- 
ages to get the bulk of it. The Chicago-St. 
Paul lines aro powerless to meet the competi- 
tion unless they get the aid of the lines run- 
ning east from Chicago. The latter are will- 
ing to make some concession, but will not 
authorize the rate generally. By do- 
ing 460, they claim. a rate war 
would be precipitated. It is 
intimated that the Soo line stands ready to 
meet any rates that may be applied via Chi- 
cago with lower ones. This would not only 
have the effect of demoralizing all rates be- 
tween Chicago and the seaboard, but would 
probably spread demoralization to all Mis- 
sour! River gateways. To prevent this and 
still keep on good terms with the Chicago- 
St. Paul lines the Eastern roads propose to 
allow them to apply the Soo line’s rates 
through Chicago on all business in direct 
competition with the Soo and Canadian 
Pacific route via Montreal to the seaboard. 
On all business some 7 other routes they de- 
mand that regular tariff rates be maintained. 


ARE TRYING TO RESTORE RATES. 


Western Managers in Session at St. Louis 
Consider Various Subjects. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 16.—A conference of 
the executive officers of the Western and 
Southwestern railroad lines, adjourned from 
last September’s meeting at Chicago, began 
at 10:30 toddy at the Pianters’ Hotel. Seven- 
ty-two lines are represented, directly and in- 
directly. The presiding officer is Chairman 
Midgiey of the Western Freight Assaciation. 
The objects of the meeting include the dis- 
cussion of a large number of. subjects affect- 
ing the revenues for the balance of the year 
and the ensuing year. Such questions as car 
mileage and the expediency of abolishing free 
transportation in 1895 will be taken up by 
this distinguished body of mapaging officers, 
and they will probably remain in session at 
the Planters’ several days. It is expected that 
the mileage on freight cars, except refriger- 
ators, will be fixed at six mills, as suggested 
at the recent New York conferen ce. 

Tomorrow the Western Trunk Lines com- 
mittee, of which Freight Traffic Manager 
Byrd of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul is Chairman, will be called together at 
the Planters’, They have a report to submit 
to the executive officers on east-bound ton- 
page percentages on miscellaneous traffic, 

they will refer to those officers the ques- 
tion of divisions of grain and live stock 
traffic, upon which they could not agree at 
the recent St. Louis meeting. The committee 
has likewise a variety of traffic subjects to 
discuss on business moving eastward from 
the Missouri River, Kansas, and Nebraska. 

It is delieved the meetings in St. Louis this 
week will result in a restoration of rates gen- 
erally west of the Mississippi and a renewal 
of confidence in efforts to maintain tariffs 
and 11 the business for the 
balance of year.

This made it neces- 
sary to postpone further proceedings to test 
the law until the time came for the proper 
officers to issue election notices for the ap- 
proaching election. 

No suit begun at so late a day as this can 
have any effect on the pending election. It 
cannot reach the Supreme Court and be 
passed on by it prior to the election and the 
meeting of the next General Assembly. 
n the Repubhcans deterinined not 

Axop, but to exhaust every 
12 admitting that tne 
9 to violate the plain 
 tndindaten of tie Constitution, and that the 
Supreme Court had no power to review the 
action ot that body and to force it to obey the 
fundamental law. If the legislative conscience, 
or the lack of it, is to be the sole arbiter in ap- 
portionment matters the Republicans would 
like to know it. 

If the present gerrymander is not set aside 
by the Supreme Court it will remain on the 
statute books until another Federal census 
has been taken and the Legislature elected in

portionment under the next census will be 
made by the minority party, retaining its con- 
trol of the Legislature by means of a gerry- 
mander. For all the Republicans know a 
worse gerrymander than the present one may 
be put through then and the minority be 
given a lease of power for ten years more. 

Should the Supreine Court decide in Jan- 
uary that the present law violates the Consti- 
tution the Legislature will be in session ready 
to pass a proper one. Should the Republic. 
ans have only one House they will be able, 
even though the Governor and the other 
House may be against them, to insist on a 
law framed in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion. Then they can look forward to the elec- 
tion of 1896 with some degree of confidence 
that the party which will be in the majority 
in the State will be in the majority in the 
Legislature also. Should the Supreme Court 
decide that the gerrymander must stand, and 
that in making an apportionment the Legis- 
lature is governed only by its own sweet will 
and not by the mandates of the Constitution, 
then they will have to get along the best they 
can. Thus by testing the law they can lose 
nothing and may gain a great deal. 

Reasoning in this sound way steps have 
been taken to carry the apportionment law 
before the Supreme Court. Day before yes- 
terday a suit was begun at Dixon asking for 
a mandamus to compel the County Clerk of 
Lee County to issue notices for the election 
of a Senator and three Representatives under 
the apportionment of 1882, by which the 
Counties of Lee and Whiteside were made the 
Nineteenth District. By the present law, 
Lee, De Kalb, Kendall, and Grundy are put 
together and are made the Twenty-ninth 
District, ; 

The Constitution provides that ‘* Senatorial 
districts shall be formed of contiguous and 
compact territory bounded by county lines 
and contain as nearly as practicable an equal 
number of inhabitants. That the four coun- 
ties named above are not “ contiguous and 
compact any one .can see for himself by 
looking at a map. The district sprawls over 
Northern IIlino This gerrymandered dis- 
trict has a population of 86,383. The Twen- 
ty-fifth District is Will County with a popula- 
tion of 62.007. This is a difference of 
24.376. The proper Senatorial ratio is 
75,026. If Grundy were detached from one 
district and added to the other the Twenty- 
fifth District would have 83,031 people and 
the Twenty-ninth would have 65,359. and 
would be but 17,662 apart. And the Twenty- 
ninth District would be much more symmet- 
rical than it is now. The petition also sets 
out other cases in which the requirement as to 
equality of population has been violated. 
They are the same ones that were specified in 
the bill filed at Danville. 

The County Clerk filed an ariewer to the pe- 
tition. The prosecution demurred, the de- 
murrer was overruled and an appeal wes 
taken to the Supreme Court. Had the suit

WHAT CONGRESS HAS DONE FOR THE 
“ PLAIN PEOPLE.” 

Chairman Wilson s aid in his speech 
at Mannington, W. Va., day before yester- 
day: 

The record of Congress, bungling and slow as 
it was, utterly inexcusable as a part of it was, is 
a record of more done for the American people— 
for the plain people of this country than by any 
other Congress in our history. 

He told the truth. No Congress ever did 
more than the present one has done in one 
session. Mr. Wilson’s only regret is that it 
did not do more of the same kind. 

When the members of that Congress were 
elected the people of the United States were 
enjoying singular prosperity. The plain 
people whom Mr. Wilson speaks of were 
receiving high daily wages—higher than ever 
before—and they had steady work. What is 
their condition now? Their wages are 30 per 
cent lower than two years ago, and while they 
had work six days in the week then they have 
three, two, or one day’s work now. Some 
have no work at all. To whom do the “plain 
people ” pwe this unwelcome leisure and their 
enforced economies? To the Democratic 
members of the present Congress. 

They have succeeded in doing the people an 
amount of mischief unexcelled by any of 
their predecessors. There have been several 
tough Democratic Congresses in the past 
which have done their best according to their 
lights to injure the people, but there never 
was one which nanaged to do for them 
as thoroughly as this present Congress. The 
Southern Democrats, jealous always of the 
prosperity of the North, ought to be satisfied 
with the wage-cutting, profit-reducing, in- 
dustry-destroying record of this Congress, 
which worked more evil than any of its pre- 
decessors, betause it redueed protection more 
than any of them in a shorter space of time. 

Yet these Democrats are not satisfied. Mr.

Those increases are offensive 
to Mr. Cleveland, to Mr. Wilson, and to the 
Democrats generally. They preferred the 
bill as it passed the House, because it would 
have given the “plain people” still more 
leisure and stiil more effective lessons in 
economy. 

So great is the zeal of these Democrats for 
the people and so eager are they to cure them 
of the luxurious habits they have acquired 
while receiving protection wages that they not 
only want to get rid of the increases on those 
600 items, but to go lower yet and diminish 
the scant protection given by the Wilson bill 
as originally reported. Northern workingmen 
still have some comforts. They must be de- 
prived of them, They are better clethed and 
fed than European workingmen. That does 
not please the Southern Democrats. They 
want to teach those whom they call the 
mudsills“ lessons of Spartan simplicity. | 

When they have passed laws which force 
the people to live more plainly, to accept 
smailer wages for harder work, and to hunt 
for the jobs which once used to hunt for 
them, they announze through their mouth- 
piece, the Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, that the Congress which 
passed those laws has done more for the 
people than any other in American history. 
Mr. Wilson rushes off to England to tell the 
good news there of what he and his col, 
leagues have done for the plain people of 
the United States. His hearers, knowing that 


| they are to be the beneficiaries of Democratic 


legislation, applaud him. Then he rushes back 
to West Virginia to tell the producers of that 
State whut Congress has done for them.

WILSON TRIES TO BEFRIEND A “ HOME 
INDUSTRY.” 

Much fun has been made of Senator Murphy 
of New York because he fought for protection 
for the collars and cuffs industry of his own 
City’ of Troy. But he made his demands 
openly and frankly, and he did not at the 
time he was looking out for this little home 
industry make ultra free trade speeches and 
denounce protection as the fountain of un- 
numbered woes. His course compares favor- 
ably with that of Chairman Wilson. A cor- 
respondent says: 

Not a single comment has been made on that 
feature of the Wilson bill when it first passed the 
House of Representatives wherein it increased 
the McKinley duty on cut nails from 18.6 to 25 
per cent on an ad valorem basis. When it is re- 
membered that the principal article of manufact- 
ure in Wheeling. the largest city of Mr. Wilson’s 
State, iscut nails (itis generally known as the 
Nail City“), the insincerity of Mr. Wilson in 
taking care of this local industry, while he is 
rated as a pure tariff reformer, becomes manifest. 
The Republican papers even credit him as being 
an honest though visionary economic theorist. 

The writer has hit the nail on the head. 
The tariff bill, as prepared by the Chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, did in- 
crease the duty on iron and steel cut nails and 
spikes, at the same time that the duty on iron 
and steel was reduced. That increase was un- 
necessary becauge owing to the use of ina- 
chinery the cut nail. industry is in such a 
prosperous shape that it can defy foreign 
competition at this time. ‘Those nails are ex- 
ported in large quantities. 

Why then should the free trader Wilson 
want to impose a heavier duty on them? 
What could be gained thereby except to en- 
able the American manufacturers to form a 
trust and to put up the price to home con- 
sumers while continuing to send the surplus 
product abroad to be disposed of profitably 
in foreign markets? That would be a good 
thing for the manufacturers of the West Vir- 
ginia city of Wheeling, but it would not be 
for the good of that consumer of whom Mr. 
Wilson thinks so much. 

If Mr. Wilson had said he was opposed to 
the protection of industries which did exist in 
Northern States and not in his own, but that 
he intended for special reasons to take care 
of one or more of those which had grown up 
in West Virginia under the protective system,

Some tariff re- 
former in the Senate who did not have a cut 
nail mill in his State noticed this higher duty 
and had the clause amended, #o that as the 
law stands the cut nail manufacturers have 
less protection than under the McKinley law. 
This was one of the 600 Senate amendments 
which Mr. Wilson did not like and which he 
would have beaten if he could, butas the 
House surrendered unconditionally to the 
Senate nothing could be done. So as it turns 
out Mr. Wilson did not get the extra protec- 
tion for his little home industry, and he has 
lost his reputation as a sincere, unflinching, 
unfaltering toe of protection for all industries, 
irrespective of locality, at the South as well 
as at the North. The pleasure missed him, 
but the scandal hit.“ 


CHECK ON SOUTHERN ELECTION FRAUDS. 

A Washington dispatch to Tun Torn 
states that the Democratic managers in the 
Southern Congressional districts have decided 
not to interfere with the ballots as much as 
they have in the past and have passed round 
the word among the local managers that there 
must not be so much counting out. The ex- 
tent of these frauds in the past is well enough 
known. They have been easy of accomplish- 
ment because substantially all the whites 
were Democrats and the Republicans nogroes, 
who were powerless to prevent these frauds. 
The old processes of intimidation, terrorizing, 
bulldozing, and killing have been abandoned 
for some time and a more peaceable but 
none the less effective method has been sub- 
stituted, as explained in the dispatch referred 
to. In a given district, if a Republican 
received 600 and the Democrat 400 the 
favorite trick was not to reduce the Repub- 
lican vote but to increase the Democratic vote 
by adding a few hundreds to it, running the 
vote up to 1,200 or so. If any black Repub- 
lican objected to thig style of counting out he 
was thrown out himself. So while the negro 
voters have not been disfranchised to the ex- 
tent they used to be, and in spite of the fact 
that they are in the majority in most of the 
districts, still their majority was df no 
account. It elected no one. 

The reason assigned for this new policy of 
the Bourbon leaders is that they fear the next 
House may be Republican. The aspirants for 
Congress, it is said, do not care to be hauled 
over the coals by a Republican Congress, and 
hence would prefer to be beaten honestly 
than to be seated, only to be thrown out for 
fraud, and to have the dishonest schemes for 


ballot-box outrages fully exposed. This may 


be one of the reasons why the Democrats do 
not care to work the fraud processes as they 
have in the past, but ic is questionable 
whether it is the principal one. It is more 
likely they are afraid of the Populists, who 
are very strong in all the Southern States, 


with the possible exception of Mississippi. 


The recent election in Georgia, for instance, 
was an eye-opener in this direction. Now 
these Populists are white men. They cannot 
be terrified and bulldozed like the blacks. If 
they are imposed upon they hit back. If 
they are to be counted out they will know the 
reason why. More than this, they are per- 
fectly familiar with every device of the Dem- 
ocrats for counting out. They used to be 
Democrats themselves. They were partici- 
pants in the same crime. They have done 
their share of the counting out and are past 
masters in the game of election frauds, This 
is more likely to be the reason why the old 
line Bourbons are reluctant tb go into the 
fraud business in November. They will not 
only be caught in it, but it will be useless. 
Populists and Republicans alike would see to 
it that none of the beneficiaries stole seats in 
the House. E 


POOR HOME MARKET AND LOW PRICES. 

Col, Clark E. Carr is reported ‘to have said 
in his speech at Pittsfield in this State that 
in prosperous times, when the McKinley 
tariff was in full force, the six little States of 
New England consumed a quarter of a mill. 
ion barrels of flour a year from Minnesota 
and other Western States. Either the speak- 
er was misreported in this. particular, or 
he made a slip of the tongue. In either case 
the statement ehould be corrected, as the 
quantity is more than twenty times that 
named, The census of 1890 ere its the six 
New England States with a total population 
of 4,697,745 persons. The consumption of 


flour for the whole country averages nearly 


one barrel per capita, and for New England 
it cannot be much less than a barrel anda 
quarter, because of the smaller consumption 
ofcorn and some other food as compared 
with the South and West. At that rate the 
annual consumption of flour for New En- 
gland would be 5,872,180 barrels. The 
wheat production of those States for the 
same year was officially estimated at 1.192. 
000 bushels, which would give a little less 
than the named quarter of a million barrels 
of flour, after allowing for seed to the next 
crop, and leave five and a half million barrels 
to be supplied to them from Minnesota and 
other Western States. So the importance of 
New England asa flour consumer was vastly 
understated in the printed report of the 
speech, which otherwise was an able effort, 
aud well worthy of being addfessed to the in- 
telligent audience that listened to it. 

At present the consumption of flour there 
and in other sections of the country is limit- 
ed, owing to the pinch of hard times brought 
about by Democratic legislation. The aver- 
ag@citizen cannot consume as much flour as 
he could and did when work was plenti- 
ful and wages satisfactory to all but the fool 
agitators, who persuaded the workingmen to 
vote for a change. People do not send to the 
bakery to buy as much bread, pies, cakes, or 
doughnuts as they used to do. And this 
smaller consumption, necessitated by reduced 
wages and scarcity of employment, makes 
the surplus of farm products much larger 
than otherwise it would have been, thus caus- 
ing the farmer to receive lower prices for his 
produce than he could have obtained with the 
demand normal to times of prosperity under 
the operation of the Republican policy of 
protection to home industry. 

It has already been pointed out in these col- 
umnos that, other things bemg equal, the 
prices of produce sink in far greater propor- 
tion than that of the increase in the total sup- 
ply. It varies more nearly in inverse ratio to 
the volume of the surplus of supply over the 
demand. If the active demand be for 400 
million bushels of wheat and the crop be 450 
millions, there is a surplus of. 50 millions to 
press on the market. If the crop be increased 
to 500 miliions the gain in production is only 
11 per cent, but the increase in the surpius is 
50 percent. A similar augmentation of sur- 
plus ensues if the consumption be reduced by 
50 miilions. The surplus offered on the mar- 
ket, or watched by traders as waiting to come 
oyt, is doubled, with a corresponding depres- 
sion in prices. 

Owimg to Demoeratic rule there has been a 
great decrease in the amount of breadstuffs 
consumed at home, perhaps not amounting 


| to 50 million busheis of wheat, but sufficient- 


| across the country. As the 
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— what they would have been if the 
consumption of the country had not been in- 
terfered with. That is what has made con- 
ditions so bud for the American farmer. The 
home market, whieh the Democrats affect to 
despise, bas gone back on him.” The 
people not only have eaten less potatoes and 
garden truck, but less of grain and live stock 
products, because they could not afford to 

buy so much as before, even at somew 
lower prices. So for all his produce, cep 
corn, in which there is a scarcity owing 
crop failure, the farmer is obtaining much 
less monay than he would have received had 
the Dem: pcrats let the tariff alone. 


PROTEC TIONIST GERMAN Y—FREE TRADE 
ENGLAND. 

In a letter pubiished in Tun Tersunz of 
Tuesday Mr. John B. Foley makes the point 
that Germany is a protectionist country and 
is prospering at the expense of England. 
which is a free trade country. The remark 
calls attention to a fact vital in the discus- 
sion. It shows practically the absurdity of 
the claim made by the free trade theorists 
that a country cannot prosper when it builds 
around itself the wall of a protective tariff. 
Germany has a tariff which dees not differ 
much from ours on the general average and 
is prohibitive on many articles, yet it nas 
prospared vastly since the establishment of 
the Garman Empire nearly a quarter of a 
century ago. We have seen the old low tariff 
of the German Zollverein give place to the 
high tariff of today and we alsohave wit- 
nessed an enormous concurrent advance in 
wages, in manufacturing activity, and in abil- 
ity to compete with other powers. For ia- 
stance, we now see Germany ramming it 
into the Britishers not only in the sale of 
goods to this country and other neutral mar- 
kets, butin those of the British islands to an 
extemt that is making John Bull groan and his 
** lion ” lash his tail and howl with rage at 
the prospect of further displacement of Brit- 
ish by German goods. 

This could not occur if the theories of the 
free traders were correct. The fact is that 
Germany is giving them the lie with each 
year of her recent history. She is extending 
her lines of commerce and manufactures at a 
tremendous rate. Her manufacturing cities 
are exhibiting a wonderful growth. Statis- 
tics show that Berlin and Munich increased 


about 36 per cent in population between 


1880 and 1890. The 800,000 population of 
Berlin when King Wiihelm marched out 
against the French in 1870 was doubled in the 
next twenty years, and now must much exceed 
the nearly 1,600,000 given by the census of 
1890, and all this is due to protection. It is 
due to nothing else than protection, which 
has enabled Germany to become a successful 
competitor with free trade England—that En- 


gland which the free traders of this country, | 


such men as Cleveland, Wilson, and Mac- 
Veagh, are pointing to as an example that 
should be followed by ourselves. In making 
this claim they are unmindful of the peculiar 
circumstance which makes free trade a neces- 
sity in Engiand, the fact that the people of 
that country cannot feed themselves, while 
we have a big food surplus to spare for them 
and the rest of the world. 

There certainly is nothing in the example 
of Germany that should incite us to pull 
down the bars and draw the bolts of protec 
tion to our home industries, and let in a flood 
of cheap goods produced by cheap foreign 
labor to batter down the wages of American 
labor to the level of those paid in any of the 
countries of Europe. 


Tun reception and presentations which were 
tendered to Johann Strauss, the waltz com- 
poser, Monday night last were well deserved, 
and the occasion was made all the more felic- 
itous by the modest manner in which these 
unusual honors were accepted.

In his little reply to the long and 
pompous addresses made to him Herr 
Strauss stated the exact truth when he said 
that his efforts have been attempts to im- 
prove gifts which he inherited and that his 
futher and Lanner had showed him in what 
way progress was possible through the de- 
velopment of form. Asa matter of courtesy 
his auditors eried No,“ but the fact remains 
true all the same. Johann Strauss, as well as 
his brother Edouard, inherited his gifts, 
but the former has carried the development 
of the waltz much farther than the latter. 
So thoroughly indeed is he pervaded with 
this form that he has never been able to 
shake it off in other styles of coniposition. 
His operas are simply two or three act 
waltzes, as the case may be, and his songs 
are written on the same basis. It is doubt- 
ful whether any subsequent composer will be 
able to produce anything new inthis form. 
Every new waltz finds its inspiration in the 
work of the Strausses and is but an echo of 
that work.

The actual surpius therefore was 23,500,000 
florins. The direct taxes produced 3,260,852 
florins and indirect taxes produced 24,651,363 
florins above the same taxes in 1892.

JUDGES IN A CLASH, 


TRY 10 TAKE bars OASE 
FROM JUDGE SOOTT AT HA. 


He Refuses to Surrender the Files to the 
Other Judges in the Circuit and Threat- 
ens Contempt Proceedings in a Forcetfal 
Speech in Court=Editor Summoned Be- 
fore Both Tribunals at the Same Hour 
This Morning- Lively Scene Is Promised 
Northwest News, 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 16. _{Speeial. Prob- 
ably the most remarkable instance of 
clash of judicial authorities in the history of 
American jurisprudence occurred in Omaha 
today when the criminal branch of the dis 
trict court, presided over by C. R. Scott, was 
ordered by the other five Judges of the dis- 
trict, sitting as a court, to transfer to their 


‘docket the case in which Editor Rosewater of 


the Bee is accused of libel by the wife of ex- 
Sheriff Bennett. This was the result of a 
metion by Mr. Rosewater before the five 
Judges to have some other Judge preside at 
the trial since he regarded the prejudice of 
Judge Scott as a bar to a fair trial before him. 

When the court clerk handed Judge Scott 
the order of the five Judges to transfer the 
case there was a scene. Court business was 
suspended and hundreds of people flocked 
into the room to hear the fragas. In a man- 
ner indicative of half-suppressed passion 
Judge Scott said: 

We have now met at the cross-roads and 
I do not propose to take either side, but in- 
stead, I am going to tread right in the middle 
of the road. Here I am, an American citi- 
zen G2 years of age, and stand upon u 
broad gauge piatform that will permit me to 
give every man a fair and impartial trial. 
If I did not want to give Rosewater a fair 
trial the motion might be excused. There is 
no law to take this case off my docket. and it 
will stay there. If there is any monkeying 
about it some one is goi to be cited to ap- 
pear for contempt, and think lam pretty 
good authority on contempt.” 

The last portion of the remark brought out 
a muffled round of applause, since Scott has 
arrested dur his term dozens of prominent 
citizens for alleged contempt. Continuing 
the Judge added, as he brought his fist down 
upon the desk with a thud: 

Edward Rosewater will be tried in this 
court if I live, and I will Hive if they don’t 
kill me. I was elected to perform gt duties 
and I pee to stand by the people and the 
law. Idon’t propose to send this case out to 
three Judges, as was done in the Bemis im- 
peachment case, and then have them find 
nothing. I fear no power but the power of 
the people and God, and Iam not go to 
stand any shilly- shallying ‘either. I ve 
asked two Judges outside of this district to 
come here and hear the case.

$1,128. The description of the bills recov- 
ered corresponded with that of those stolen in 
1891, and O'Connor claims they are bank 
property. The money was placed in :the 
County Judge’s custody to await develop- 
ments. Norris claims reward and salvage. 
Sheriff Jelly and Mr. O’Connor have started 
for Freese with a warrant for his arrest.

Sorgt. Heuser Carries Off the Buffalo Em- 
blem for Rest Work. 

The big army shoot at Fort Sheridan ‘is 
over. The last shot in the competition was 
fired yesterday afternoon and shortly after- 
wards, from the veranda of the range-house, 
Lieut. E. P. Brewer, Seventh Cavalry, au- 
nounced the names of the winners to a large 
crowd of soldiers and civilians. The 
final runs were tlose and the excite- 
ment as the end was reached was 
great. More than 300 of the soldiers 
gathered around the veranda and as the name 
of each winner was read it was loudly cheered:

J. M. Lee, Ninth Infantry. assistant 
to the Inspector-General, in the shape of a 
brief history of the strike movements at Chi- 
cago.

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BOARD OF TRADE DELEGATES EAGER 
FOR A DEEP WATERWAY. 


Says This City Might Well Build the 
Lake Connections Itself tf Necessary— 
Northwest Awake to the Advantages of 
a 26-Feot Channel, but the Eastern 
People Rather Indifferent- Canada and 
Uncle Sim Will Be Asked to Co-operate. 
Ata meeting of the directors of the Board 


of Trade yesterday the report of Lyman E. 
Cooley and Capt. J. S. Dunham onthe deep. 


waterway convention at Toronto, Sept. 17 to 


21, was read. It indorses the project for ex- 
tending ocean navigation from the seaboard [ 


to the great lakes. The report was adopted 
without debate. Mr. Cooley and Capt. Dun- 
ham attended the deep water convention as 
delegates from the Board of Trade, The re- 
port was read by the Secrétary and was as 


follows? , 
We attended the convention héld at Toronto 
Sept. 17-21, called for the purpose of 8 
a deep waterway between the great lakes and 
the seabord, enlisting the codperation of the 
two governments (the Dominion of Canada and 
the Gaited States) in the project. conven- 
tion brought together delegates from St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Superior City, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Toledo, . Cleveland, Ashtabula, and other 
American cities along with a few delegates-at- 
large and representative citizens from various 
— of the Dominion of Canada. The Lake 
‘arriers’ Association, vessel-owners and builders, 
civil engineers, shippers, manufacturers, mine- 
owners, the law, the press, public service 
were represented by men of marked ability. 
After three days of earnest deliberation the 
sense of the convention crystallized in the dec- 
laration of principles, which was unanimously 
and heartily adopted. A copy of the same is 
traasmitted herewith as part of this report. | 
For the purpose of continu the agitation 
and giving it a practical diroction the conven- 
tion resolved itself into the International veep 
Waterway Association and elected an Interna- 
tional President and two Vice-Presidents—one 
from Canada and one from the United States—a 
Secretary and Treasurer, and provided for an 
Executive Board. State and Provincial Presi- 
dents are also provided as agents for local agita- 
tion. The nig is to bring the matter to the 
attention of all the interests that should be con- 
cerned in either country to the end that any nec- 
essary coéperation by the two governments may 
be brought about. e ‘of your delegates was 
hono with the position of American Vice- 
President and the other with that of Treasurer 
and State President, and both were made mem- 
bers of the Executive Board. 


Results of the Convention. 


A few observations on the practical results of 
the convention may not be amiss: 

The deliberate sense was that the present depth 
of twenty feet which is now being obtained 
thro the connecting shallows of the upper 
lakes should be regarded as only a step of prog - 
ress to an ultimate depth of twenty-six feet, or 
the same as the Suez and Manchester ship canals, 
and the convertion declared that ell permanent 
structures in future canals designed to 
the lakes and seaboard sho 
this basis.

that the convention struck out boldly for the ex- 
tension of ocean navigation into the lakes. 

The convention recogni predominant 
importance of the domestic movement and its 
steady character as compared to the foreign 
movement and the necessity of reaching by a 
direct route the cities of the Amerivan seaboard, 
as Portland, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Norfolk. The convention was 
ed in favor of the St. Lawrence route, 
junction with the Champlain and Hudson 
bo the American seaboard, as being most 
ble for both foreiga and domestic com- 
merce and as best meeting the practical require- 
ments of navigation, cost, and construction; but 
wisely refrain from committing itseif until 
more exhaustive examinations have been made 
with a view to the largest requirements. 

The convention declared in favor of an interna- 
tional court for the decision of matters in issue 
between the two countries. This has so long 
been established as the American licy as to 
call for no special commeut. It also called for 
an Internationai rd of Engineers to considen 
the physical problems of common interest that 
might be involved in a deep water route. 


Northwest Delegate: Most Aggressive. 


It is of interest to note that all tne delegates 
from the Northwest, both in the United States 
and in the Dominion, are intensely aggressive in 
the promotion of deep water to the sea; that the 
sentiment in the cities of Lake Michigan and 
Lake Erie is less fully staliiged: and that far- 
ther toward the seaboard the present feeling ap- 

- to be lukewarm, indifferent, or actually 
ostile. 

Your delegates believe that the time has ar- 
rived when the idea of ocean navigation into the 
lakes should be systematically agitated, and 
ali fature work of improvement and construc- 
tion should be prosecuted on this basis. When 
the Sanitary Canal is connected with Lake Mich- 
igan in proper manner, as must eventually be 

one, it will provide such harbor facilities as 
this city has never before enjoyed, and a small in- 
crease in depth at a moderate cost will provide 
for the déepest vessels for which any im- 
to the seaboard can be made adequate. 

he cost of carry deep water through 
the lakes and down the St. Lawrence, so far as 
present data indicate, is not likely to exceed 
the capital account of the Manchester ship canal. 
The same route, in conjunction with the Cham- 
plain-Hudson route, on a basis of 20 feet, with 
the provision for 26 feet in permanent struct- 
ures, is not likely to involve a cost greatly ex- 


ceeding $100,000,000. and it can be developed in 


detached links, each furnishing its own justifi- 
cation. The making of a seaport of Chicago 
would warrant this city in carrying out the 
project singie-handed if the result could not 
otherwise be obtained. 


Attracts Attention of Pablic Men. 


We believe the c»nvention will do much good 
in crystal izing public sentiment and directing 
the attention of pubiic men to the question. It 
is presumed that the existi data by various 
routes will be collated and published, along with 
maps and diagrams, and a presentation of the 
economic proSiems involved. It should be feasi- 
ble to persuade the two governments cojointly, 
or each in its own: domain, to make the surveys 
and examinations necessary to fully define the 
physi€al problems, and such information must 
precede any negotiations which look to mutual 
coéperation in the construction and control of 
works necessarily internationai in character. It 
is proposed to call a convention in some Ameri- 
can lakeboard ci one year hence, when the 
problem has been better defined and is more gen- 
erally appreciated, with a view of more fully 
enlisting all the great interests concerned. 

We believe the Chicago Board of Trade, as the 
most commanding trade organization on the con- 
tinent. may properly indorse this movement and 
extend its cordial and material support. Your 
delegates desire to express their appreciation of 
the courtesy and the hospitality of the City Gov- 
ernment of Toronto, under the auspices of which 
the convention was held. We are also indebted 
to the cooperation of Lieut. G. P. Blow of the 
United States navy, who. as an officer on official 
duty about the great lakes and dwelling in our 
city, virtually constituted an additional delegate. 


Declaration of Principies, 


The following declaration of principles was 


adopted by the Deep Waterway convention: 

Wuere ds, This convention is assembled for the 
purpose of promoting the union of the iakes and 
the high seas by waterways of the greatest prac- 
ticable capacity and usefulness, and. ate gp men 
the supreme utility of such a waterway devel- 
opment, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the depth of all channels 
through the lakes and their seaboard connections 
be not less than twenty-one feet, and that all per- 
manent structures be designed on a basis of not 
less than twenty-six feet, so as to enable the 
larger depth to be obtained as may be demanded by 
the future necessities of commerce ; that this con- 
vention recognizes the utility of the natural 
route to the sea by the St. Lawrence River, and 
is also impressed with the commercial necessity 
of the route reaching the American sea- 
board by the Hudson River; that we rec- 
ommend that the Governments of Canada and 
the United States appoint a joint commission for 
the purpose of determining the questions of 
mutual cost and control. to the end that they 
may cOperate in all matters necessarily interna- 
tional in character; that we cordially approve of 
projects designed to extend marine commerce by 
means of waterways from the great lakes into 
new territory; that. for the joint promotion of 
the common interests, it is desirable that a per- 
manent court shouid be constituted for the de- 
cision on rules of law of all questions of an inter- 
national character which can in any way arise 
between the peoples and governments of, the 
British Empire and the United States, and that 
these resolutions be respectfully communicated 
to the governments and parliaments of Great 
Britain and the colonies of the British Empire 
and to the Government of the United States.

A. M. Perce, Chairman of the Board of

report: 

The trustees of this society for the last 
nineteen years, make this, their report, and 
gay: That the total amount collected 
from the rentals of chairs forthe running er- 
penses of said society during this period of time 
amounts to the sum of $270,777; that the total 
amount has been expended in the payment of the 
running expenses of the society and the pastor’s 
salary. The amount paid our pastor was the

They have paid 
over to the daughters of Prof. Swing the entire 
year’s salary remaining unpaid at the time of his 
decease, and they have also paid the funeral ex- 

nses. 411 the liabilities of the society have 
n satisfied excepting its liability upon the 
lease of the Central Music Hal! forthe remainder 
of the present year, which will be arranged for. 
None of the money collected for charitable pur- 
poses has passed through the hands of the trus- 
tees, but has gone directly to the purposes for 
which it was contributed. large amount of 
money has been raised forsuch charitable pur- 
ses, but the exact amount cannot be given. 
his board has audited the accounts of Treas- 
urer Charles A. Spring Jr., whose account is pre- 
sented herewith, and he has in his possession all 
vouchers for such disbursements. The trustees 
now resign and sufrender their-trust, feeling 
that the work of this society has been accom- 
plished and ended by the death of their pastor, 
and they ask this society to accept their resigna- 
tion. There is no property belonging to this so- 
ciety and no assets remaining for distribution. 
The society has paid its liabilities as it went 
along and leaves neither assets nor debts. 

Resolutions of thanks to the Rev. Dr. Bor- 
rows, the Rev. Mr. Hall, the Rev. Dr. Thomas, 
and William A. Angel for their services in 
connection with the Swing obsequies were 
adopted, and resolutions of sympathy from 
the Christian Union Church of Rockford were 
read.
